W hen court opened this morning at 9 
o’clock, the firwt witness, for the (tfcfense, in the 
Hamilton case was put on the stand.

"Did y ou gather any of the ties?" he was asked. 
"I got about three hundred of the section boss.” 
"What wat> the condition of the ties?” 
“ Some were one-half ties, some three-fourth 
ties, and some were broken off at both ends.” 
“ How sound were they ?” 
“ Some were very rotten indeed.” 
“ When y ou were fishing in the river, did 
notice any thing wrong with the tracks?” 
“ I have seen the track six feet under 
water, and often when I have been fishing I have 
rowed away from the track fearing that a pass­ 
ing train would leave the track.” 
“ Are y ou a Knight of Labor?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ When y ou join that order y ou take an oath to 
protect the lives of its members, do y ou not?” 
“ Yes sir, we do.” 
“ Which oath do y ou respect the most, the one 
taken then or the one just taken in the court 
room?” 
“ I regard the one just now taken as the most 
sacred, as I never agreed to protect the life of a 
criminal when 1 joined the Knights of Labor.” 
Charles Moran was called. 
He said: “ I am by 
trade a blacksmith and am a resident of Wy an­ 
dotte. I am acquainted with Hamilton. 
1 have 
been a Knight of Labor but am not at present. 
I have worked for Ihe Missouri Pacific several 
different times. 
I have noticed trains pass the 
point of the wreck, and the ties were so rotten 
; nd ballasted so poorly that the track would 
rock 
badly when 
a train crossed. 
Some 
or 
the 
bolts 
were 
fastened 
with 
one 
nut, and some had none. They were worn out 
at the head, and the ties were so rotten that 
they would not hold the spikes. This was at 
the immediate point of the wreck.f&’he fish 
plates that were in use at that tim e v >re half 
an inch thick, and held by only o ; bolt 
and occasionally two 
bolts. 
The 
spikes 
often 
projected 
up several 
inches, and 
when trains passed the wheels would push tom 
down. I was at the wreck at 6:20. The people 
who ex amined the wreck did not seem to take 
particular notico but appeared to be there out of 
curiosity .” 
At noon Mr. Moran had not been cross-ex am­ 
ined, and court a ijourned until 2 o’clock. 
Mr. Moran was recalled at the opening of 
court, 
lie was cross-ex amined by Mr. Wag­ 
goner. 
He had walked or ridden over the road 
every dav during the y ear previous to the 
wreck. 
Mr. Moran would not give a direct 
answer to every question and the court told 
witness that if he insisted on arguing the 
question he would be fined. 
At one time 
during the 
ex amination Moran notified Mr. 
Waggencr tliat%hc was 
tired and 
the ac­ 
comodating attorney gave tlio witness time to 
J ^ol off, wht|h he did. 
* M . B. St. J Ohn was nex t called. 
He said: “ I 
am a painter and live in W y andotte." At the time 
of the 
wreck 
he 
was 
emploved 
on 
the 
Union Pacific road. 8 t. J ohn in a studied 
manner gave what he ex plained to be “ the phil­ 
osophy of the affair.” 
He had seen the wreck at 
the time and had made an ex amination, sub­ 
stantia ting Moran’s statement. 
W itness said 
that he noticed at intervals loose and rotten ties 
with the spikes almost owfe-and had also noticed 
sound ties, 
t When cross-ex amined St. J ohn 
said: “ It had been whispered on the air that 
the affair would be charged to the Knights of 
Labor, and with a desire to ascertain how the 
wreok occurred I went to the place and remained 
’ ,v a short period. I made no close ex amina-

The nam e of th e m an was 
Georg e E llis. 
E llis said th is m orning to a S ta b rep o rter: 
“1 w as weaiT of life beeause I could no t ag ree 
w ith my wife, and determ ined to k ill m yself. I 
bo ug ht som e poison, b ut could not g et m yself to 
sw allow it, ho I w ent back to th e drug sto re and 
had it exchang ed for w hisky. I th en w ent to 
m y b a m in th e alley, took dow n th is stra p , tied 
it to a beam and slid off th e h aylo ft. 
My son 
Irving cam e into th e barn jus t a fte r I slid off, 
and cut me dow n w ith a razor.” 
Mrs. E llis adm inistered a sound th ra sh ing to 
h er suicidal-intentio ned spouse, and said it was 
a p ity th a t he w as discovered so soon. E llis re ­ 
p aired the stra p th is m orning prep arato ry to 
m ak ing ano th er a tte m p t, b ut was locked in an 
empty* room in his house. 
He is about 45 years 
old, and drives a job wag on for a living .

Firemen Arrested for Wanton Incendiarism.

J ackson 
t hen confessed, and gave the names of the others 
implicated in the crimes.

Irvin e—I have just received a 
letter from the U nited States Commissioner of 
Labor, Mr. Carroll D. Wright. 
He tells me that 
the industrial depression that began with 
1882 
has spent itself. 
He says: “ 1 am inclined to 
think it is practically past; that is, whatever 
depression m ig ht have existed last year exists 
to a very slig ht degree at present.” It w ill be 
remembered that according to Mr. W rig ht’s 
last report, 8 per cent of the American factories 
or 20,000—were idle last year, throwing hun­ 
dreds of thousands of men out of em ploym ent. 
Like depressions, w ith more or less severity, 
visited us about 
every ten years since 
1837. By these idle men I mean, as the census 
rerort on labor m atters shows, those who were 
w illing to work aud who were in search of em ­ 
ploym ent that they could not find. 
I think the 
labor bureau is a great aid to 
the student of 
econom ic matters.

lately that the western 
and southw estern states have been m ined for 
coal, and other carboniferous products, and the 
yield has been wonderful and far exceeding the 
expectations of tne enterprising men who ha ve 
orig inated the projects. 
The lino of carbonifer­ 
ous products extends as far as tho eastern 
lim its of the Rocky m ountains. The reason why 
the g overnm ent has not taken this in hand be­ 
fore, is sim ply because eastern m ining capitalists 
have pooh poohed the p ossibility of the coal 
belt extending any further than the M ississippi 
river, and exerting their influence to stay an 
investig ation by the scien tists of the geolog ical 
survey. 
Missouri is particularly rich in car­ 
boniferous products of all kinds.

only 
difficulty in obtaining access 
to 
the 
boundless 
supply 
of 
mineral 
fuel 
is 
the 
im m ense distance 
of 
the 
strata, but when reached, unlike the strata in 
the eastern states, it can be more easily aud 
readily jjroduced, as the coal strata lies in an 
interrupted 
level 
unbroken 
by 
volcanic 
forces. 
“ Kansas City, iu my opinion, is built upon 
coal beds of this character. I state this for the 
reason 
that 
tw o 
years ago 
I 
had 
occa­ 
sion 
to 
make 
experim ental 
bor­ 
ing s 
w ithin 
the 
present 
city 
lim its, 
and unm istakable evidences of tho existence of 
carboniferous products were found aud a report 
was accordingly made to tne interior deuart- 
ment. 
I doubt very much whether gas and oil 
exist in this region, as the character of tho 
strata, and the species of the coal deposits, are 
not 
favorable 
for 
their 
form ation. 
Gas 
occurs in some volcanic reg ions and where the 
upper stratum is of a more mineral character than 
is found in the states west ot the M ississippi. 
Enough coal can be m ined in this state to sup­ 
ply all the home demand, with enough more to 
equal the output of Pennsylvania. 
This may 
seem to be a pretty wide statem ent, but it w ill 
be justified iu a few years. 
peculiar metal 
has 
been 
fotmd 
in 
Montana 
w hich has 
all the properties of tin as far as m alleability, 
luster and chemical analysis goes, but is much 
harder. 
I am on my way there to investig ate it. 
If this metal*proves to be abundant it w ill su ­ 
persede tin and be much more valuable for tho 
sam e purposes the tin is used for. In that it can 
be used w ithout any adm ixture of iron.

DAN LAMONT AT HOME» 


T h e H om e I** a P leasan t O ne, but M odest, a* 
is th e P resid en t’s S ecretary. 
From the Boston Hera’d. 
Ono of the moBt unapproachable public men 
in this city of politicians (Washington) is Dan- 
: iel S. Lamont, the well k nown secretary of that 
| man of destiny, Grover Cleveland. 
And he is 
i a child of destiny also, for only a fow years ago 
j he was running around for items as a reporter 
I on tho Albany papers, and it was while engagod 
! in this work that Grovor Cleveland pick ed him 
; up and made him his secretary. 
But all this 
; has been written up again and again. 
Secre- 
j tary Lamont lives iu a three story brick house 
| ou the north side of I street, northwest, almost 
; &t the intersection of the first named street with 
j Pennsylvania avenue—commonly k nown as the 
avenue. 
Tho house is unpreteutious in ap­ 
pearance, and the secretary would not meet 
many of his near neiglibors at tho swell recep­ 
tions which he attends during the gay season. 
Several block s distant, on G street, between 
J wontioth aud Twenty-first, is the plain, old- 
fashioned home of General Greely, tne hero of 
Arctic famo, and about three block s down tho 
avenue in an easterly direction is the White 
house, w'here almost half the life of the secre­ 
tary is spent. 
But about tho homo of the latter. 
As I said» 
it is three stories over a basement, and the first 
two floors are fronted by three angular bay 
windows, the centers of which are surrounded 
by miniature panes of dark yellow glass. 
Im ­ 
mediately in front of the house ia one of the 
hundreds of well-k ept little park s that beautify 
the capital, this ono in particular being a nar­ 
row 
strip of 
verdancy 
not 
more 
than 
200 
feet 
long, 
and 
running 
from 
a 
width of fifty foet to an acute angle. 
The house is approached by a flight of gray 
stone steps, iron railed, and the bell and door 
k nobs shine garishly iu all the splendor of well- 
polished brass. 
A good pull at the brassy con­ 
venience mentioned and a.patient wait of exactly 
a minute and a half will bring to the door a 
neatly dressed servant girl, who reluctantly 
ack nowledges that Colonel Lamont is at home, 
but brightens up visibly as sho partly contra­ 
dicts horself to inform you that ho is not gen­ 
erally “at home to visitors” Sunday. 
However, 
you send your card in to the colonel, and as 
it is just 2:30 o’clock and ho is at dinner, you 
wait ten or fifteen minutes before seeing him. 
The house is not a large one, and you pass 
right from the narrow hall to tho parlor, from 
which the dining-room can bo plainly seen, only 
a second parlor or sitting-room intervening. 
The floor is varnished, and three or four large 
rugs aro spread over it in hap-hazard order, 
while a dozen chairs, coverod with tho eternal 
summer linen, are scattered about On tho wall, 
near tho bay window, is a handsomely em­ 
broidered red plush hand easel, in tho centro 
of which is a splendid photograph of the Pres­ 
ident. 
In another corner of the room, on an 
ebony easel, is a life-size crayon portrait of the 
pretty young mistress of the White House, 
smiling saucily, not at her lord and master, but 
at a richly-framed smaller photograph of her­ 
self on the table opposite her, 
if you open the crimson plush-colored album 
lying on tho table, yon will soe on the first page 
a very good picture of Colonel Lamonf 
The 
two little girls dressed in white and look ing 
out of the front window in the picturo below, 
are his only children. 
The sitting-room w^hich I mentioned as being 
just back of the parlor is furnished in tho same 
style as the latter,aud an open piano and a sheet 
of music lying upon it call to mind that Mrs. 
Lamont is a very creditable musician. 
A few 
book s and half a dozen papers, two exquisite 
brass vases, much bric-a-brac, several family 
portraits, and a stack of the day’s newspapers 
are noted at a glance into the room, and tnen, 
as you mak o a mental note of it, you hear a light 
step, and tho next instant you are vis-a-vis 
with the redoubtable power behind the throno 
of the present administration. 
Colonel Lamont is look ing well, and has fat­ 
tened a little since la^t fall, when I first met 
him. 
IIo is a little moro than five feet six in­ 
ches, and probably weighs about 145 pounds. 
He has stiff reddish brown hair and a heavy red 
mustache, which is thoroughly unique in its 
way, and stands out horizontally an inch and 
a 
half from bis upper lip. 
It appears as ener­ 
getic as the man himself, and would undoubted­ 
ly extend its length but for 
the constant clip­ 
ping, of which it bears 
evidence. 
The col­ 
onel’s face is a strong one, 
neither 
hand­ 
some nor ugly, but not attractive; his hands 
and feet are small and 
his 
figure 
good. 
He generally wears 
a navy-blue flannel suit, 
with sack coat, a standing collar, a dark cravat 
of the prevailing fashion, and low shoes. 
A 
heavy gold watch-chain, plainly designed, or­ 
naments his low-cut vest, and when he goes out 
he usually dons a wdiite plug hat, which in 
winter is changed to a black silk one. 
The daily life of Colonel Lamont ia as regular 
as it is busy, and that is saying a great deal. 
Eight o’clock finds him out of bed, and 9 
o’clock finds him walk ing down tho avenue to 
the Whito House. 
An hour later he is closeted 
with the President, and together they are going 
over tho official mail of the latter—that is about 
a hundred letters which demand the personal at­ 
tention of the President himself. At 2 o’clock he 
hastens homo to lunch, and at 3 returns to com­ 
plete the business of the day. 
Besides signing 
nearly every letter that leaves the executive 
mansion, ho sk ims through the loading dailies, 
which his editorial training enables him to do 
with great rapidity. 
Articles for the presiden­ 
tial eye are mark od with a blue pencil, and 
those to l>e cut out and pasted in the scrap book 
aro mark ed with a green pencil. 
Although the President generally leaves his 
office at 4 o’clock for a drive with the pretty 
mistress of the Whito House, indefatigable 
Daniel frequently stays there until 
(S or 7, when 
the cravings of the inner man demand a cessa­ 
tion of labor. 
But he has a spank ing team of 
bays, which are always driven fast, and 
a 
couple of hours of the early evening are some­ 
times spent in spinning over some of the lovely 
suburban roads with his family. 
But that is 
only a recess. 
x\t 0 o’clock he is back at the 
office, and rarely loaves there before 
11 o’clock . 
If ho tak es a night off and goes to the opera with 
Mrs. lam ont ho returns to the offico after the 
entertainment is over. 
Colonel Lamont is by no means a society man, 
and never goes out except when obliged to, and 
then only as a matter of business. 
At tlm 
White House receptions, however, he is alw’avs 
the major domo, and manages things as if he 
had lived in a spik ed-tail all his life. 
I venture 
to say that Daniel is tho ouly Democratic colo­ 
nel in this city of k ernels aud majaws who 
never drink s or smok es, and ho never has in­ 
dulged in either habit in his life. 
By the way, 
his title of colonel is not ouo of courtesy only, 
as he was appointed on the staff of Governor 
Cleveland of New York with that title. 
I ask ed the coloncl what w'ero his favorite 
book s. 
“Favorite book s?” he repeated, “why, I 
never road any. 
What time have I gpt to read 
book s? The only reading I do is to sk im 
through the new spapers, and I have to hustle to 
do that.” 
“How about going to church, colonel?” 
“Well, that’s another thing I don’t have any 
time for. 
My wife goes to Dr. Sunderland’s 
church, the same that tho President attends, 
but I don’t think my best friend can brag about 
ray 
church 
attendance, 
and 
tho colonel 
laughs good naturedly at his failure in that 
quarter.

T he EattJ e of Ossawalomie Fought This 
D ar Tliirty -on« Years Ago—The Struggle 
Y* hieh Ushered « John llroivu 
Into 
History —A Famous Occurrence. 


Thirty -one y ears ago Kansas was not tlie 
peaceful prohibition state of to-day . 
Tho thirtieth day of August, 1856, saw the 
commonwealth in a « tate of open warfare, it 
havmg been so declared by the governor five 
day s before. J ohn Brown was in camp at Ossa- 
watomie. 
Captain Cline and Dr. VpdcsraiT, 
abolitionists, were with him. 
The pro-slavery 
men were marching on the town, four hundred 
strong. Brown had forty -one men. The border 
rutiiana wero commanded by General J ohn W. 
Reid, 
and 
led 
by 
the 
fighting preacher, 
Martin 
White, 
the 
fiercest 
pro-slavery 
man in Kansas. The anti-slavery men were out 
numbered badly , and none knew better than 
they in at the border ruffians were not cowards; 
but taey chose J ohn Brown leader and deter­ 
mine 3 not to surrender. 
Of the forty -one men 
only seventeen were ot Brown's band, but the 
bthere knew tho old bull-dog, and he was chosen 
leader. Oid J ohn Brown, “ the hero,” “ the fool,” 
“ the traitor,” “ the marty r,” "the lunatic,” first 
became known to fame on this day . 
The 
anti-slavery 
men 
did 
not 
know 
bow 
near 
their 
opponents 
were 
and 
were 
scattered. 
Fredeiick 
Brown, 
J ohn 
Brown’s 
son, 
was 
killed 
In 
the 
fields, 
shot down, it is said by the Fi'iv. M irtin White. 
Then the forty men rallied and drew up along 
the Marais dosCy gnes river. 
H.‘re the four 
hundred attacked tiiem, aud the battle ot Ossa- 
’watomie was fought. 
Brawn battled Jike a lion, 
and his men fought w ell; but forty could not 
withstand lour hundred. Tiiey broke and fled 
to the brush. 
Five men were killed, seven cap­ 
tured, aud Ossawatomie was burned. 
The tiewa spread like wild-fire irom Maine to 
California., and Ossawatomie Brown stepped in­ 
to history . Of the five men killed, two, Frede­ 
rick Brown and William Garrison, fell at the 
bands ot Martin Wnite. 
The “ battle” of Oasawatomte, viewed from a 
purely military stand point, scarcely amounted 
to a skirmish; but it had the effect of arousing 
the country , of hastening a settlement of the 
Kansas question, of lorclng the question of 
slavery on the nation. 
Tho men who were, In trutb, the leaders in the 
battle were Martin White and J ohn Brown, al­ 
though General Reid was with one force and 
Captain Cline with the other. Martin White 
was elected to the Lccomprtm legislature as a 
reward tor his part in the affray . He served his 
term and started home across the prairie. But 
he never reached his destination. Seareh was 
mud« 
for him, and 
his 
body 
was found 
in 
a tangle 
of 
prairie 
grass. 
A 
small 
round 
hole 
in

forehead, 
and his own empty weapon by bis side, told 
but too plainly 
that 
he died the death of a 
suicide. 
Ossawatomie Brown 
was tho name J ohn 
Brown went by after the 
date of this battle.

Brown, thanks to “ J oan Brown’s body ,” tmfc the 
older generation treasure the name

tomie, won in battle 31 y ears ago to-day . 


SIEGE OF T H E ALAMO. 


An E y e-‘W itness Tells the Story o f That 
Bloody lig h t. 
From the New York.Commercial Advertiser. 
Thermopy lae had its messetogor cf death; not one 
bad the A amo. 
In this terse and expressive way some south­ 
ern- writer concludes a graphic account of one 
of the most thrilling episodes in American his­ 
tory —tho siege of the Alamo. 
Col. B. L. Crompton, of Roxbury , Mass., is 
probably the only living American who was an 
ey e witness of that fearful struggle aud from 
him wore obtained the facte on which this ar­ 
ticle was founded. 
He left his Massachusetts 
home in tho winter of 18 34 to hunt fortune 
in tho west. 
He started for Lexington, Ky ., 
but foil in with a band bound for Texas to join 
Colonel Travis, then near San Antonia do Iiexar. 
He decided to cast his lot in the struggle for 
Texan independence. 
Tho party was made up 
largely of y oung and fiery Kentuckians and 
Tennetisoeans, some of them hardly more than 
boy s. 
Many exciting incidents marked their 
iottrncy , but they finally reached the great 
Lone Star state, 
ioung Crompton at once en­ 
listed under Colt Milam. 
“ As soon as we had 
gathered 
sufficient 
itreug tli,” he said, in telling the rest of the 
story , “ we attacked the Mexican forces in Ban 
Antonio. 
They far outnumbered us, and a des­ 
perate struggle ensued. 
For day s we fought in 
the streets aud among the adobe h ouses/ each 
one of which was a miniature fortress. 
With 
picks and spades wo dug our way through tho 
walls from house to house. 
The fight for the 
Yereminda house was fierce and bloody , but at 
last we drove the Mexicans out and took pos­ 
session. 
“ Our triumph was soon turned to mourning. 
On that very day Milam, our beloved leader, 
feli det-d, shot by a Mexican who lay concealed 
behind a wall on the opposite side of the San 
Antonio river. We did notretain the house long, 
a s the advance of ¡Santa Anna compelled us to 
withdraw, leaving Travis with less than 150 
men to garrison the place. 
UI shall never forget the day when y oung 
Maverick dashed into our camp with the" news 
that Travis, refusing to retreat, was shut up 
up in the Alamo and surrounded by an over­ 
whelming force, while Houston was so weak 
he could not come to the rescue. 
“ I started off to join the imprisoned band. 
It 
was a hopeless undertaking, as I found when I 
got a bullet in me. 
I crawled away in the 
darkness. 
A Mexican whom 1 had befrended 
during our occupation of the city generously 
agreed to conceal mo in his house. 
A narrow 
window commanded an excellent view of one 
front of the Alamo wall, and from this point I 
could sue nearly all of that memorable struggle. 
“ Day after day the Mexican fire was kept up. 
and time after time were their storming columns 
hurled against the old church wall, which 
formed the Texan rampart 
But nothing could 
disturb the defenders. 
At the close of each day 
tho Lone Star ilag floated as proudly and, ap­ 
parently , as securely as ever from the roof of 
the mission. 
The Mexican losses were fearful. 
Their clumsy escopetas were no match for the 
long Hawkins rifles. 
Hundreds fell every day , 
but they were little missed from that overwhelm­ 
ing host, while every man of the garrison who 
died wa-3 an irreparable loss. 
The line along 
the wall grow very thin. 
Still there was no 
thought ol‘ surrender. 
At length, when death 
and wounds had reduced tho poor handful to 
half tho original numbers, the Mexicans effected 
a lodgment on an undefended part of the wall. 
Instantly they poured in by hundreds. 
“ Although there was now no hope of success 
the brave- Texans 
fought as steadily and as 
firmly as 011 the first day of the siege. 
From 
room* to room went the tight. 
The puny Mexi­ 
cans learned by bitter experience the deadly 
E

princess l’rom Darmstadt named Louisa, but not 
the one whose picture we see all over the 
United States, and whose sorrows as the queen 
of Prussia when the French overran it have en­ 
deared her to Prussian sentiment.

W hat Congressman Tom K eed Saw in Ilis 
Sum m er Vacation. 
From tbe Boston Herald. 
Hon. Thomas B. Reed has just returned to 
Portland after a trip to Utah, Alaska and var­ 
ious other places. 
In conversation with a 
Portland Press man the other day , Mr. Roed 
said: 
“ I have been visiting the United States. 
We had a trip of two months which could not be 
equallod any where else on the face of the earth. 
Yellowstone Park, the great Columbia river, 
Alaska, Salt Lake valley , the cany ons of the 
Denver & Rio Grande, the Georgetown Loop on 
the Colorado Central and the mountain gorges 
and cascades near Colorado Springs and Mani- 
tou form a combination of strange and wonder­ 
ful scenery , the like of which no other country 
in the world can give. 
When y ou and I were 
boy s—only a short time ago, y ou remember— 
the gey sers of Iceland were the wonders of the 
universe, but the Great Gey sers of tho Yellow­ 
stone Park made those of * Iceland and all the 
world seem very small affairs, not worth a visit. 
Our gey sers spout oftener, spout higher, and 
there are more of them than the gey sers of any 
other country , which is very gratify ing to the 
patriotic mind.” 
The amount of money spent abroad by Ameri­ 
cans is growing almost fabulous, but the rage 
is clearly on, 
Tho current disposition in cer­ 
tain circles for every thing that is English or 
foreign may account to a degree for the in­ 
crease in the proportions of the volume of this 
travel, but we are inclined to think that it is 
based upon a more rational foundation. 
With 
the wonderful improvements made of lato in 
tho ocean steamers, the comfort of the voy age 
has been increased. 
This has alway s been the 
chief drawback to a foreign trip, and now it is 
becoming a decided attractiou. 
Only a few 
y ears ago those who went abroad dreaded the 
passage, and many were deterred by this fear. 
To-day the voy age is the chief attraction to 
many , aud hundreds cross for the complete 
isolation from business which is afforded from 
port to jjort. 
With tho telegraph and 
the 
lightning express it is practically impossible, in 
this country , for a man of affairs to got away 
from his business, but he is sure to do so from 
the moment he leaves tho pior until he reaches 
Queenstown. 
No matter what happens he is 
secure from disturbance or anxiety . 
As to Alaska and Utah, here are Mr. Reed’s 
impressions: 
“ We stopped at Wrangel to see 
the Indian village, and found it wet and nasty . 
At Sitka the Indian houses wTere larger, more 
cleanly , and gave evidences of the civilizing ex­ 
ample of the whites. 
At J uneau there is a 
thriving mining town, with sidewalks here and 
there emerging from the nmd. 
Opposite is 
Douglass island, where is the Treadwell gold 
mine. 
The owners have erected a mill of 120 
stamps, the largest stamp mill in the United 
States aud in the world. 
They have begun the 
work necessary to double the size of the mill. 
Beside tho mineral resources of the country , 
which will soon bo pretty thoroughly pros­ 
pected, in the regions nearest tho states, the 
salmon fisheries are utilized somewhat, and the 
possibilities of tho deop sea fisheries are very 
great. 
We did not go within 1,000 or. 1,500 
miles of the Seal islands. 
In fact, the great 
Alaska, itself 10 times aa big as the whole New 
England states, is bey ond Sitka. 
People have 
very little idea of the size of our purchase. 
There is one river in it—The Yukon—which is 
no mean rival of the Mississippi. 
What the 
future of such a country will be 
no one 
can toll. 
We are far enough 
along, 
how­ 
ever, to see that it was worth buy ing. 
I be­ 
lieve that our people will wring great wealth 
out of its varied resources. 
The Indians there 
will work; do day s’ works at regular pay ; and 
they sliowr that they appreciate civilized* meth­ 
ods^, for they have already organized one strike. 
“ We were at Salt Lake City four day s, aud 
heard much discussion over tho new state pro­ 
ject. 
I concluded that the two Edmunds bills 
were putting the Mormons under pretty severe 
f 
treasure. 
They were so eager to eseapo from 
he control of the United States government 
that they had called a convention to form a con­ 
stitution prohibiting what they have hitherto 
said their religion demanded. 
When they invi­ 
ted the gentiles to join them they found both 
Democrats and Republicans solid against the 
project 
I never saw* any where a more vigor­ 
ous, enterprising, capable business men than 
the gentiles of Salt Lake City . 
To permit the 
admission of Utah merely because a constitu­ 
tion had an article agamst poly gamy would 
leave the Mormons perfectly free to change or 
to ignore the article, and then we should have 
to ‘coerce a sovereign state. 
It is easier to 
govern a territory than to coerce a state.’ ”

P R E S ID E N T C LEVELAND. 


Certain Alleged Peculiarities Held by Tlie 
Nation’s Ruler. 
Honry Wattersou in the Courier-Joumal. 
It is a question whether the newspaper criti­ 
cism to which Mr. Cleveland has been>mbjected 
and which he appears to dislike so much, has 
not, in roality , greatly helped him. 
In spite of 
the Democratic losses sketched by the * Wo rld , 
tlte President is stronger now than he was when 
he took the oath of office. 
It is perfectly clear 
that if the Democratic party can not re-elect 
him, it can elect nobody . 
Governor Hill, his 
only possible competitor, is surely a man of too 
much sense to accept a nomination if 
he could 
get it by the displacement of Mr. Cleveland and 
tho repudiation of tho administration. 
To do 
so would be to rush upon certain defeat. 
From the beginning the conclusion was in­ 
evitable that the presidential succession was 
bound up in tho success of the administration. 
He who could not see that when Mr. Cleveland 
was inaugurated President could see nothing. 
U was the logic of the situation then, and it is 
the logic of the situation now. 
Whether we 
like him, or not, we aro bound to take linn. 
Not to take him is to repudiate him , and repu­ 
diation of tl^e first Democratic administration 
since the war is solf-confossed failure,'and the 
renunciation of all claim to popular confidence. 
But, whilst considering objections to Mr. Cleve­ 
land, how deep are they , how numerous, and 
what do they mean? 
To criticise the President 
is not to “ condemn him. 
Ho has his faults 
and ho has his virtues. 
How stands the ac­ 
count? 
His faults are limited almost exclusively to 
his lack of national experience and intellectual 
sy mpathies. 
The first is curing itself. 
Lot me 
explain tho last by a personal illustration. 
I 
have little causo to love J udge Thurman, and 
some cause not to love him . since the sorest 
wound I ever received in my life was inflicted 
by him. 
But I never made it a cause of quar­ 
rel, or bore malice against him, and long ago 
plucked out of my bosom with my own hands 
the shaft he placed there. 
He is a man of g e­ 
nius and honor. 
His services to the country 
and to tho party have been very great. He was, 
as ho is, tho Nestor of tho party . 
He should 
have been sent for by Mr. Cleveland after his 
election first among those who were summoned 
to 
Albany . 
Less than that in a y oung 
man 
who 
stood 
in 
Mr. 
Cleveland's 
shoes was not fit, 
and 
hardly 
decent. 
J udge Thurman was not sent for at all, and 
when, a y ear after the President had occupied 
the White House, he said to me.in an off-hand, 
indifferent way that he had never met J udge 
Thurman, and asked me what kind of a man lie 
was, it sounded very strange, and I could not 
help a feeling of resentment. 
It was a shock to 
my senso of justice. 
The same might bo said 
of McDonald. 
Mr. Cleveland soemed unwilling 
to recognize either the wisdom, or the ago, or, 
indeed, any claim in tho eminent men in his 
party , or to make common cause with any one, 
or in any wise to regard himself as a represent­ 
ative man. 
It gratified 
mo accordingly the 
other day to see by thonowspapers that the old 
Roman had been spending a few day s at Oak 
View. 
McDonald has stood on 110 ceremony , 
but stuck his breeches in his boots and took 
hia foot in his hand, and, without a summons, 
or a friend to introduco him, trudged up to tho 
White house, uto make tho acquaintance,” as he 
said, “ of the first Democratic president in twen­ 
ty -five y ears.” 
□ The President seems to have gotten gravely 
over these uncanny notions and way s—the fruit 
of overweening self-confidence—and it is well 
that he has. 
But a man so inconsiderate has 
small claim to immunity from the criticism of 
a disinterested press. 
Ho has earned, and he 
has got, a good deal of exceeding plain talk 
from tho newspapers of his party . 
It is to his 
credit that he is not, iu spite of a certain boy ish 
braggadicio. indifferent to it, or untaught by it. 
And it has done him good. 
It has brought bod 
blood to tho surface, and, as it were, the boil to 
a head. 
It lias discharged not a little virus. 
The temperature and circulation of the cam­ 
paign next y ear will be the better for it, for 
there is 110 one of these newspapers which will 
not heim ily support Mr. Cleveland's re-election, 
nor bo unable to find, much in excess of tho 
features they have thought not wholly boauti- 
ful. foaturcs which are very fair indeed. 
Ho is an honest man. 
He is a plain, direct 
As a watch-do<j of the treasury , ho is not like 
man. He has shown himself a courageous man. 
the littlo mousing terrriers iu Congress, who 
affect that office, but a great shaggy fido, who 
saves the money of the people by the barrel 
and protects the acres of the people by tho 
million. 
He lias plenty of horse boiiso, and 
has learned more the last two y ears than he 
knew in all his life before. If the country goes 
any further fur a president it will surely fare 
worse. He will be re-nominatod, and I think re­ 
elected, and the peoplo can say they retained 
him, as Parson Primrose said of the wife whom 
he 
had 
chosen, as 
she had 
chosen 
her 
wedding-gown, “ not for a fine, glossy ap­ 
pearance, but for those qualities that wear 
well.” 
I may not be very enthusiastic about Mr. 
Cloveland, and may indulge a habit of plain 
speaking respecting him, which does certainly 
flatter no vanity of his. 
But I like him none 
the less on that account, and, owing him the 
obligation of a prompt and graceful compli­ 
ance with the only request I ever made to him, 
and at all iimes the most civil troatment, what 
I have written of him has sprung from a sense 
of public duty , and a belief that it was best for 
the administration and the party that it should 
be written. 
I have been strengthened in this 
belief by tbe course of events. 
It is one thing 
to be a journalist and another thing to bo a 
President—each having his own public relation 
and function—and these relations and functions 
may be discharged by the President and the 
journalist, honorably and uprightly , with por- 
fect independence, y et with perfoct good-will,

Next Academ y .

When Hector met Andromache for the last 
time he described to her as the greatest of his 
troubles a provision of her future. 
In Chap­ 
man’s rendering the Prince exclaims: 
But neither Troy s posterity bo much my soul doch 
wouud, 
Priam, nor Hecuba herself, nor all my brother’s 
woes 
(Who though bo many , and so good, must all be food 
for foes), 
As thy sad state ; when some rude Greek shall lead 
thee weeping h« nce. 
These free day s clouded, and a night of captive vio­ 
lence 
Loading thy templos, out of which thine ey es must 
never see, 
Bute ¡>in the Greek wives' web of task, and their 
feteh-watjr be 
To Argos, from Messeides, or clear, Hy peiia's 
spring: 
Which howsoever thou abhorr’st, f ate’s such a 
shrewish thing 
She will Us 'mistress ; whose curs'd hands, when 
they elia.ll crush out cri-as 
from thy oppressions (being beheld by other ene­ 
mies), 
Thus they will nourish thy extremes : “ This dame 
was Hector's wife. 
A man that at the wars of Troy did breathe the 
worthiest life 
Of all thttir army .” This again will rub my fruitful 
wounds, 
To miss the man that to thy bands could give such 
narrow boun’s 
But that day shall not wound mino ey es ; the solid 
he an of night 
Shall interpose, and stop mine ears against thy 
« Uinta and plight. 
That subject has attracted Sir F. Leighton; it 
occupies a canvas measuring fourteen feet by 
seven feet, and destined for tho next exhibition 
of modern pictures at the Academy . 
The artist 
lias represented the fulfillment of Hector’s fore­ 
bodings by showing in tho center of his design 
Andromache, hardly bey ond middle life and 
clad in black from head to feet, one of a com­ 
pany of women slaves who, while the day de­ 
clines and the peasant return from the fields, 
gather at a fountain whore the water pours 
from a lion’s head into a basin of marble placed 
against a wall of white stone and under a 
wooden projecting penthouse. 
Of tho women 
immediately before the fountain one takes 
water, while another leans 011 the edge of the 
basin with a vase close at hand; a third, who is 
dressed in rose and purple, carries a black vase 
in one hand and turns to look at the stately 
Andromache, waiting her turn to approach tho 
spring, and standing statue-like with a large 
hy dria of beautiful form set down near her feet, 
llor chin rests iu her one hand, and the other 
hand sustains her elbow. 
She is more than half 
aroused from brooding on her unhappy state 
and sorrowful memories by the gambols of an 
infant, who forms the center of a group detached 
from the body of the composition, and conspic­ 
uous in the foreground of the picture on our 
right. 
More to our left, aud behind Androm­ 
ache, are some children, as well as a noble 
group of stately damsels, attirod in various 
blues. 
Near the front on the right, cleverly but 
not obviously , placed to balance the group with 
tho infant, are three stalwart peasants walking 
quickly , with their staves across their shoulders. 
One of those, probably a veteran of the war at 
Troy , turning half round while speaking to his 
comrade, jerks a thumb over his shoulder, and 
fulfills his part of Hector's prophocv in say ing, 
‘•This dame was Hector's wife.” The action, 
like all the others in design, is expressive and 
admirably rendered. 
The background com­ 
prises the fountain; then, further off, a mass of 
trees, and a long vista in a rich landscape. 
Tho 
sky is of a lurid, intense blue, and loaded with 
huge white clouds that seem ominous of thun­ 
der. 
Buildings, part, it may be, of the farm of 
Py rrhus, iu Thessaly , close the scene on our 
left. 
Tho colors of the draperies, which form 
an important element iu this elaborate design, 
are, besides Andromache’s deep black in the 
center, saffron, white, purple, bronze, and gray , 
and b lu e . _________________________
